DO HBO for those gentlemen who really 
represent large eeciions of tho country 
to say that the views expressed by 
these loud-mouthed brawlers (who 
having acquired the gift of the gab in 
their infancy, have set up in iilo as pub, 
lie leaders and instructors with notinng 
but talk I talk 1 talk 1 tcr their capital) 
areabaolate nonsense ; sinoo, if thuy 
were adopted in this Colony they 
would bring rnin upon thonsanda of 
our inhabitants. We have always ad- 
vocated Confederation, but it is the 
Confederation such as would be aC- 
coptod by reaBonablo men;— the Con'» 
federation such as the Motlier Country 
intends for ns, and eiioh as we can ob- 
tain if wo eschow talking raachiaes, 
Our citizens must bo careful not to 
allow themBolvos to bo docievtd by 
BUch people as wo have described iibove; 
their prime object is to get a public 
opportunity of airing their fancied 
eloquence. In giving countenance to 
these men they weaken their inlluence 
with those whom it is their interest ^o 
impress with respect for their opinions 
"We have bad plenty of stupid, sense- 
less spouting, which has been more or 
lesB the cause of misfortune. Our prcs, 
ent duty is to weigh materially tho 
argnmeots, pro and con, for a Free Port 
with Confederation. We have tho 
views of oar Farmers vory clearly ox- 
pre?sed against it; it now only reoiainB 
tor our Merchants to Dooet at the 
Chamber of Commerce and show, by 
facta and figures, sot forth in such a 
form as can bo understood by tho 
public, that the Free Port system has 
Bdvantagos sufEciont to counterbalance 
all that can be advanced ogainst it 
Here declamation will never accomplish 
that object ; the public requires mort 
palpable evidence, and that can alone 
be produced by means of facts and 
flgaret. We stated, a few days ago, 
that we did not believe a Free Port 
with Confederation attainable. Wo ba- 
aed that opinion upon the qacte recent 
failure of Nova Scotia to obtain certain 
modificatiobs in the Dominion Tariff, 
which bears unfavorably upon certain 
ot the products by that province, 11 
the angry mutterings of 400,000 people 
failed to cause the Ottawa Govern- 
ment to quake in its shoes, and concede 
all it was asked to concede, how 
could the prayers, entreaties or 
threats of our 10,000 Colonists av- 
ail anght in obtaining exciasive 
privileges for us ? In this view wo may 
be mistaken; but as a consistent sup- 
porter of Free Trade for many yearn, 
we warn tho merchants of Victoria 
against being misled by sophistry. In 
former years our political horizon was 
obscured by tho obtrusion of political 
qoacks, and injury was inflicted upon 
the Colony from which it still sufforn. 
Are the miserable results of the "dele- 
gation" to England so soon forgotten 
that the peopio of this Colony are again 
found meekly twiddling their thumbs 
while "feckless" politicians, who have 
failed in all they ever undertook to ao- 
compliBb, and who bufore now have 
involved in common rain themselves 
And the commuDitios that harbored 
them, are weaving a web of sophistry 
ia which they hope to entangle the 
business men of this Colony ? Wo 
must be cxcueed if wo spoak out, jjhin- 
ly ; but some of tho protendod friends 
of Free Port to-day are precisely those 
who would for polf support tho most 
absurd Protection to-morrow. It i.s 
against this class of politicianR that wo 
again warn the merchants of Victoria. 
The fact that they favor Froo Port is 
Buffloient of itself to damiigo tho caii:!o 
with thinking men; honco tho absolute 
necessity for careful consideration by 
the Chamber of Commerce, that gentle- 
men may give the subject tho careful 
attention it deserves; and examined 
by oar mercbants, who are certainly not 
inferior to any similar class in the 
world, wo shall be able to arrive at a 
conclusion on such an important sub'* 
ject, as its paramount influence for weal 
or woo on this community would be 
likely to produce. 

The Future orilalllax— 1 Ilival to New 
¥ork ouihe AllauiiCi 

The Obicago Tribune notes a project 
for shortening the time between San 
Francisco and Europe to twelve days. 
A lew years ago that period was reok- 
enad a swift passage for Bteamers from 



How York to Liverpool, l^lie transit 
betwden those cities is now made on 
the average, in ten days — sometimes 
in nine. It seems the principal part of 
this time is occupied in the voyage 
from New York to Cape Eace, where 
the winds and waves ure apt to bo ad- 
verso. Tho project referred to proposes 
to di.-^pense with this part of the ocean 
voyage, by building a railroad through 
Now England, Nova Scotia and Nojv- 
foundland to St. Johns, 60 miles above 
Capo ivaco aud 1,070 miles from Now 
York. Tho latter distance is thus 
saved and the ocean voyage between St. 
Johns and Queonstown, Ireland (1,600 
miles), can bo accopjplishod in four days. 
Tho railroad across Nowloundland is to 
be joined by a steam ferry of -15 luilea with 
the noith end of Capo Breton Island, 
where it connects with a trunk lino 
which Bkirts the Bay of Fnndy, and pas- 
es by 'way of St. Johns, New Brunswick, 
and Bangor, Maine, to Portland, and 
thence by a very direct route through 
Rutland, Vermont, to Borne, on the Now 
York Central. By this route Chicago 
expects to be only «ight days from Liver- 
pool — nearer than New York by two 
days on tho average. Tho whole line 
from iSan Francisco comprises nearly 
5,000 miles of railway. With porfect 
iirrungonientt^, ppeod may be attaioeii 
which will reach Liveipool.or oven Lon- 
don, in twelve days from San Franciaco, 
If tho project is carried out, this 
route will become in a short time 'be 
highway for Asiatic travel. Passengers 
may even go from Now York to Portland 
to On'cupo tlio five or six days extra voy- 
age on the worst nart cf the ocean route. 
What a splendid future awaits Hali- 
fax the western terminus ot tho route, 
with New York f,'ivcn the "go-by."
